The Executive Committee of 
XvUtnpkin County met in the court 
house agreeably to due notice giv- 
en through the Dahlonega Nug- 
get. Chairman Joseph Allen pre- 
siding and John H. Moore acted 
as secretary. John W. Rider, 
who had been appointed as a mem- 
ber of the committee from High- 
tower district, having failed to at- 
tend E, D. Gaddis was appointed 
to represent the district instead of 
Mr. Rider. The following resolu 
tions were, after a free discussion, 
unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That the democrats of 
Lumpkin county be requested* to 
meet at the court grounds of their 
Militia Districts on Monday, the 
6th day of June, then and there to 
express their wishes by ballot for 
Governor, State bouse officers and 
membei*s.of Congress in a primary 
election to be held on that day for 
the nomination of candidates. 

2nd, That all citizens who are 
otherwise qualified to vote and 
who are willing to abide by the 
Result of satd primary and yote for 
the nominees o£ the democratic 
party, shall be eligible- to vote in 
said primary election. 

Third, That the member of the 
CouBity Executive Committee resi- 
ding in each Militia District or 
:uch person as he may designate, 
is hereby authorized to hold said 
primary election, count the ballots 
and return the result to the board 
of consolidation on Tuesday, the 
7th day of June 1898. The board 
of consolidation shall consist of 
the members of the Executive 
Committee from the several Mil; 
tia Districts. 

Fourth, It shall be the duty of 
the Executive Committee to ap- 
point to the State and Congress- 
ional Conventions delegates who 
are in accord with the wishes of 
the majority vote in said primary 
election and whose duty it shall be 
to vote for the candidate elective 
in said primary as long as there is 
a probability of their nomination.. 
Fifth, In the event there should, 
be a militia District in. which no. 
election is held, them the voters of 
that district shall be qualified to 
vote in an adjoining District or at 
the county seat. 

Sixth, Any voter in said county 
qualified as in resolution No. 2 
may vote at the court house in Dah- 
lonega if he has not voted else- 
where on that day.

1. The volunteer army shall be 
maintained only during the exist- 
ence of war or while war is immi- 
nent. 

Enlistment is for three years, 
but the end of the war terminates 
the service. 

3. Volunteers will be accepted, 
as far as possible, in proportion to 
population of their states and ter- 
ritories, and the District of Colum- 
bia. 

4. Regimental and company offi- 
cers may be appointed by the 
President upon nomination by the 
governors of their respective 
states. 

5. Militia organizations may en- 
list "in a body," and when they 
do their regimental and company 
officers may be appointed to com- 
mand them. 

Officers and men will be on the 
same footing as to pay, allowances 
and pensions as those of corre- 
sponding grades of regulars.— Ex. 

Newspaper Laws. 

Dr. Tuckerman, editor of The 
Workman Cleveland, has taken 
some pains to collect and compile 
the decisions of the United States 
Court on this subject, and gives to 
the Washington Post as the result 
of his investigations, the follow- 
ing: 

1. Subscribes who do not give 
express notice to the contrary are 
considered as wishing to renew 
their subscription. 

2. If subscribers order the diss 
continuance of their periodical, 
the publisher may continue to send 
them until all arrearages are paid. 

3. If subscribers neglect or re- 
fuse to take their periodicals from 
the postoffice to which they are 
directed, they are responsible un- 
til they have settled their bills, and 
ordered them discontinued. 

#. If the subscribers move to 
other pteces without informing the 
publisher,, and the papers are sent 
to the former address, they are 
held responsible. 

5. The courts have decided that 
refusing to take periodicals from 
the office, or removing and leaving 
them uncalled for, is prima facie 
evidence of intentional fraud. 

6. If subscribers pay in adyance 
they are bound to give notice at 
the end of the time, if they don't 
wish to continue taking it, other- 
wise the publisher is authorized to 
send it, and the subscriber will be 
held responsible until an express 
notice, with payment of all arrear- 
age is sent to the publisher. 

The latest postal laws are such 
that newspaper publishers can 
arrest any one for fraud who takes 
a> paper and refuses to pay for it. 
Undter this law the man who allows 
his subscription to ran along for 
some time anpaid and then orders 
it discontinued or orders the post- 
master to naark it "refwsed," and 
have a postal card sent notifying 
the publisher,, leaves himself liable 
to arrest and fine the same as for 
theft.

School Census Report. 

According to the school enumer- 
-ators reports there are only 36 
schools in Lumpkin county, 32 
whites and 4 colored. There are 
16 school houses m the county but 
only 5 of them belong to the Board 
of Education. Those five are worth 
$180, the other eleven houses arc 
worth $275, making a total of $455 
including all the school property. 
Eighteen schools are taught in Bap- 
tist and Methodist church houses. 
There are 518 white children over 
10 years of age that cannot read 
and write and 32 colored, total that 
cannot read nor write 550. The 
•eport shows no deaf, dumb nor 
blind and only two idiots of school 
age in the county. There are 1,- 
068 white males and 1,072 white fe- 
males making 2,140 whites. There 
are 68 colored males and 72 color 
ed females, making 14:0, making a 
total of white and colored children 

280.

While jtbis appropriation has 
been annually made to maintain a 
state militia it has been done over 
the protest of a large part of the 
citizen-ship of this state, but each 
year this amount has been spent in 
buying guns, buying uniforms, 
and sending the soldiers on a sum- 
mer excursion and picnic.

The Spanish gunners 
displayed a woeful lack of prac- 
tice. 

Another fight occurred at Man- 
tanzas on the 6th in which our fleet 
demolished their batteries.

A company of 100 United 
States troops will accompany the 
expedition and aid in guarding the 
landing of the valuable cargo on 
the coast of Cuba. Before a week 
is past it is believed that the in- 
surgent leaders will have been 
furnished with arms enough for at 
least 15,000 men with base of sup- 
plies established on the ooast.

THE PRESENT CRISIS 

Heavy Provision Crop Should 
Be Planted. 

WAR AND COTTON PRICES 

Commissioner Nesbitt Points Out That 

There Will Be a Big Demand For 

Breadstufls, Etc., While t he 

Fleecy Staple Is Iilkely 

to Tumble. 

Department of Agriculture, 
Atlanta, May 1, 1898. 

OUR DUTY IN THE PRESENT CRISIS. 

Now that war with Spain has been 
definitely decided on, the gravity of the 
situation demands that we, as farmers, 
give ourselves to a careful study of ite 
bearings on our agricultural interests, 
both individual and collective. The 
opinion among competent army and 
navy experts seems to be gaining ground 
that the campaign, after hostilities ac- 
tually begin, will be neither short nor 
easy, and it may drag along for months. 
Under these apprehension* what is our 
plain duty? What do we owe to our- 
eelves, our families, our country? While 
our army and navy on land and sea are 
enforcing a recognition of the great 
principles of human independence, 
what are we farmers to do? How can 
we help in the struggle that is to set 
Cuba free? We are to supply not only 
the home demands for provisions, but 
we are to supply the "sinews of war" 
to our armies in the field by a bounti- 
ful food crop. Besides the usual home 
demand there will be a heavy demand 
for breadstuff s and provisions to feed 
our armies. Should peace he declared 
without hostilities the demand will still 
be heavy. There will be thousands of 
homeless, helpless people in Cuba to be 
fed. Thus in either event, war or peace, 
all surplus supplies will find a ready 
and a profitable market. Therefore, if 
we have not already done so, we should 
put in an unusually heavy provisic 
crop, even if we have to appropriate for 
this purpose some of the acres intended 
for, or already planted in cotton. 

EFFECT OF THE WAR ON COTTON. 

When a farmer sets himself for a hand 
to hand struggle with an overwhelming 
cotton crop, he necessarily consigns the 
provision crop — the bread and meat 
supply — to the domain of chance. Under 
present conditions every consideration 
of self interest, every prompting of patri- 
otism appeals against such a course. 
The generally accepted idea of war, ag- 
riculturally speaking, is cheap cotton 
and high provisions. A war with Spain 
would almost paralyze our cotton trade, 
while the price of provisions would ad- 
vance. In view of these facts, what 
will be the fate of the man who pro- 
duces a large cotton crop, for which he 
will get a low price, and who depends 
on buying the whole or even part of 
needed provisions for which he will pay 
a high price ? It is scarcely necessary 
to say, and while he has injured him- 
self, he has also, to a certain degree, in- 
jured his state and country, both of 
which are now looking to him to do his 
duty in the struggle which is upon us. 
I know that some farmers may argue 
that as the general crop may be much 
reduced, now is the time to take the 
chance and put every available acre in 
r-.tton, but there was never a graver 
mistake. If ever there was a year to 
increase the food crops and decrease the 
cotton, this is the year, for the reasons 
already given. 

THE FLOOD IN THE MISSISSIPPI 

also furnishes another argument with 
some farmers for planting a large cot- 
ton crop in Georgia. They reason that 
it will be so late when the cotton crops 
in the fertile Mississippi valley are 
planted, that the yield will be very 
much cut off. But they forget that in the 
year just past, there was an almost un- 
precedented flood in the valley and that 
the crop of '97 was delayed almost later 
than was ever known before, certainly 
much later than the present flood can 
possibly do. Levees were swept away, 
property was destroyed and the making 
of a cotton crop in that section seemed 
an almost hopeless undertaking. Geor- 
gians and farmers in other states pre- 
sumed on this and put in a big crop, but 
the valley planters were also busy. Sev- 
eral weeks later than the present date 
they too put in a big crop, and the con- 
sequence was the largest general cotton 
crop on record and ruinously low prices. 
At present 

THE PRICE OF COTTON IS ADVANCING 

and this also may allure the unwary 
farmer into the error of overcropping 
himself. I have always maintained that 
the true policy is to provide bountifully 
for every need of the farm, and then to 
put in just as much cotton as can be 
well managed. And that rule still 
holds good. The man who does this is 
safe in any event, be the price of cotton 
high or low, because he is not compelled 
to sell himself to the provision dealer or 
merchant for bread and meat. He is 
also in a position to exercise his judg- 
ment in the disposal of his cotton— to 
.sell or to hold, as circumstances sug- 
gest. Were every farmer thus inde- 
pendent the control of the 
ket would be virtually where it be- 
longs—that is in the hands of the pro- 
ducers—rather than of the men who 
deal in "futures." It has been well 
said, and it has come to be a fact, that 
not supply and demand for spot cotton 
affect the price, but supply and demand 
for "futures" establish the price, and 
this "future" market is controlled by 
professional operators 
lators, which could not 
each individual farmer abl 
hold his cotton at will. As things 
stand these operators are so 
of the entive cotton crop being 



the market within a certain period, that 
they actually sell the results of the 
farmers ' labor 12 months in advance! 
And so far, the farmers have quietly 
submitted. Why? Because their short- 
ighted policy has rendered them pow- 
rless to resist. Ninety-nine one hun- 
dredths of our farmers are compelled to 
force their cotton on the markets early 
in the season and the speculators thus 
become masters of the situation. Full 
barns and full storehouses in the south 
faiean independence to southern farm- 
ers, because their cotton crop is thus re- ; 
leased from bondage and they can exer- 
cise their judgment as to when and how 
to sell it.

TWO BATTLES. 

Sampson Shells the Fort. 

Five of Winslow's Crew 

Slain and Boat Lost. 

Port An Prince, May 12.— The 
American fleet under Rear A^triir- 
al Sampson bombarded S^an. ^uan 
de Porto Kicq tocjay. %he follow- 
ing are the ar. receiv- 
ed: 

Tb^e bpnibardnjent began; thj& 
morning. Admiral Sampson with 
niqe war ships arrived before San 
Juan just before s^ajrise, Ai a 
signal tlfe battleship Xowa Sred the 
first shot, which took; effeot. 

Tben the battleship Indiana 
opened fire. In a few minutes 
Moro fort was reduced to a heap 
of ruins, 

The fort made little effort to 
respond and was silenced almost 
immediately. The Spanish stea- 
mer Rita was captured by the Uni- 
ted States auxilary cruiser Yale, 
which took her crew on board.. 

Thousands of the population and 
the foreign consuls sought refuge 
in the interior of the island. 

-Key West May 12.— When the 
fJnited States gqnboat Hudson 
arrived yesterday It brought the 
bodies of five dead men who were 
killed in an engagement in Carne- 
das harbor yesterday. The bodies 
were covered by the stars and 
stripes. 

The engagement took place in- 
side of the harbor. The gunboat 
Wilmington, the torpedo boat 
Winslow and the gunboat Hudson 
were the only vessels engaged. 
f!bey entered the harbor for the 
purpose of attacking some Span- 
ish gunboats which were known to 
be there. These latter, however, 
were not discovered by the Amer- 
ican force until the Spanish open- 
ed fire. The land batteries of Car- 
nedas supported the fire of the 
Spanish gunboats. 

The engagement commenced at 
2:05 p. m. and lasted about an 
hour. The Wilmington and the 
Hutson were ahead and 
opened fire on the Span- 
ish boats, which were lying at the 
docks. The 'firing began at a range 
of 3,500 yards. A few minutes la- 
ter the Winslow came up and also 
opened fire, la an instant tfhe <en- 
tire attention of the 'Spaaisb gun- 
boats and land batteries were di- 
rected upon her. Shot and shell 
seemed to pour upon her from all 
sides but the crew neyer faltered a 
second. At 2:35 a solid shot crash 
ed into the hull of the Winslow 
and knocked out her boiler. In an 
instant she began to roll and drift 
helplessly. Then there was a mo- 
ment of awful suspense. A fierce 
.ebcer of triumph weBrt u.p from 'the 
Spaniards on the guxrboflt and in 
the batteries, and agafra a storm of 
fire was opened up on the helpless 
boat. The gunboat Hutson which 
was lying near, started to her as- 
sistance of the Winslow and after 
much difficulty succeeded in get- 
ting near enough to throw a lino to 
her. At the very instant a shall 
burst in the very midst of tfae 
group of men on board of the 
Winslow killing five men. The 
firinff from ifae enemy continuing 
all the time. After much difficul- 
ty the Winslow was towed up to 
Peclras Island where she was an- 
chored with her dead and wounded 
on her decks.

ernment in twenty four hours. 

MONDAY, 

All the members of the Spanish 
cabinet have resigned and the min- 
istry goes to pieces. 

The Callay, a Spanish gun boat, 
has been captured by Dewey, 
which was trying to run the block- 
ade at Manila. Provisions arc 
scarce now and the Mauila people 
are eating horse flesh. 

The heavy guns at Havana shot 
at the American vessels five miles 
without damage on the 15th inst. 

Sixty-five thousand soldiers have 
been mustered in and orders have 
been issued for the movement of 
the volunteers to Chickamauga.

FALSE ST ATEMEN T NAILED. 

Sir. Ncsbitt Did Not Say Cotton Could 
Be Raised at 3 1-2 Cents. 

It has come to my knowledge that a 
report is being circulated over Georgia 
that the head of this department has 
said that Georgia farmers could raise 
cotton profitably at 31.3 cents a pound. 
Such a report being well calculated to 
injure the usefulness of this department, 
therefore, in justice to the department, 
and all concerned, I feel impelled to 
correct the false statement. The fol- 
lowing from The Cherokee Advance 
fully explains the matter: 

"COLONEL NESBITT WAS UNINTENTION- 
ALLY MISREPRESENTED. 

"In making mention of Martin V. 
Calvin retiring from the race for com- 
missioner of agriculture, two weeks ago, 
in which we made impartial reference 
to the candidacy of Conimissiner Nes- 
bitt and Colonel O. B. Stevens, we said 
that 'Colonel Nesbitt's mistake of advo- 
cating the raising of 3>£ cent cotton at 
a profit is hurting him no little.' 

"In making this statement we 
tentionally did Colonel Nesbitt ai 
justice, and now gladly make the cor- 
rection. While the statement was made 
and published in the reports issued from 
the department of agriculture, volume 
18, 1892, page 30, it was the result of an 
experiment made at the Experiment 
Station under the direction of Director 
Redning, which gave the result of sev- 
eral tests showing that cotton could be 
raised even at 2J4 cents per pound. On 
one thorough test, however, the publi- 
cation referred to above said: 'Mr. 
Kimbrough, the agriculturist, estimates 
the aggregate cost of plowing, harvest- 
ing, hoeing, picking and fertilizers- 
nothing being allowed for interest on 
the land or superintendence — at an 
amount which would make the cost of 
the cotton %% cents per pound of lint. ' 
Colonel Nesbitt did not say that. He 
only published this experiment with 
other tests made at the Experiment 
Station, and we trust that our readecs: 
will so remember. ' '—Cherokee Advance.

Each Paper Daily. 

FRIDAY. 

The Spanish squadron is reports 
ed to have arrived at Santiago de 
Cuba. 

The delay in aggressive movfc 
ments toward Cuba is caused by 
the army being inefficient in num- 
ber and equipment, which condi- 
tions are fully realized by ttje war 
department. 

The cruiser Charleston, which 
sailed Wednesday for Manila, has 
returned to port disabled. 

The Gussie expedition was not 
an entire failure. Two native 
scouts were landed and five Span- 
ish guerrillas were slain. 

Two American warships appear- 
ed off Santiago de Cuba Wednes- 
day and drew the fire of the bat- 
teries at the harbor entrance. 

The Spaniards haye secured a 
coal depot near St. Pierre, Miqu- 
elon French colony of the south 
coast of Newfoundland. 

The bombardment of Cienfuegos 
caused the death of 300 Spaniards 
and several hundred wounded. 

SATURDAY. 

The Gainesville boys, who re- 
cently volunteered to go to war, 
didn't find as nice a job of it as 
they expected. When they got to 
Camp Northern they had no blank- 
ets and were compelled to sleep on 
straw with nothing to cover with, 
causing some of them to get sick 
back home. 
There is but little fun in camp 
life during war. 

Lon announces that Spanish 
fleet has reached Santiago de. 
Cuba. The American blockade 
didn't amount to much. It is now 
feared that the Spaniards will slip 
over and shell an Atlantic coast 
city. 

The government has receiyed a 
dispatch from Havana "announc- 
ing" that the rebels have pro- 
nounced in favor of Spain and are 
iaking common cause with the 
Spaniards to defeat the Ameri- 
cans." 

Havana is said to be well forti- 
fied and it will required 50,000 men 
to take it. 

Admiral Cervora is being given 
much praise for hi 
Santiago de Cuba by the Spaniards 
which is considered as a great vic- 
tory for them. 

Before many days have passed 
Tampa harbor will be one of the 
best defended on the gulf coast by 
submarine mines. 

Water is very scarce at Tampa 
and it costs 15 cents per day to 
water the mules belonging to the 
army. They haye 4,000 of these 
shaved-tails and the water they 
drink costs $600 per day.

To Develop Tomatoes Kvenly and 
Them a Uniform Color. 
Question. — Although I havr 
oeecled 



^ ^ raising very large crops ot to- 
matoes, I have had great 6 i 
ripening them uniformly, and while 
some are smooth and evenly developed 
a large per cent are rough and uneven 
which, of course, injures their market 
qualities. If you can give me some 
hints to enable me to overcome these 
drawbacks, I will be greatly obliged. 

ANSWER.— While tomatoes will grow I 
and produce abundantly on any medium j 
soil, there is one essential to their suc- 
cessful cultivation, and that is very 
thorough preparation. If the land is 
subsoiled so much the better, and it 
should then be harrowed and rebor- 
rowed until not a lump remains. It is 
not necessary to broadcast the manure 
if a complete commercial fertilizer, with 
a preponderance of potash and phos- 
phoric acid, is used. Use a handful of 
this, a handful of wood ashes and 
tablespoonful of nitrate of soda to each 
plant, being careful to mix thoroughly 
with the soil, and to prevent any of 
these ingredients touching the plant. 
After the plants are set, that is in two 
or three days, give them a thorough 
working with the harrow, or cultivator, 
and, of course, the weeds are to be kept 
down throughout the growing season. 
When the fruit begins to set repeat the 
application of fertilizer. By this plan 
the plants are strong and stocky and the 
fruit abundant and evenly developed. 
Stable manure may be used, but it 
should be thoroughly decomposed, made 
fine and mixed with the soil. If the 
plants are troubled with insect enemi 
they should be sprayed according to t 
directions we have frequently given. 
State Agricultural Department.

As soon as it is 
dry enough to be worked, plow it, that 
is, break it up deeply and thoroughly 
and harrow until smooth. Now sot 
in peas, some upright variety which 
be cut for hay. When these are taken 
off plow ."aid harrow again and set 
Bermuda grass. It will make a perm 
nent pasture, or royal hay. Some of 
the finest Bermuda hay is produced 
just such lands in this state. 

Another plan, which we have seen 
highly recommended, is the following: 
After the preparatory plowing and 
harrowing, keep down the weeds by 
harrowing once a week until the mid- 
dle of June, then sow in millet, a bushel 
to the acre if grown for seed, a bushel 
and a half if grown for hay— the Ger- 
man millet if the seed is to be used, the 
Hungarian if for hay. When this crop 
is taken off go over the field two 
three times with a cutaway harrow 
opposite directions so as to thoroughly 
break up the surface. Repeat this op- 
eration every week or ten days until the 
middle of September, and then sow 
timothy at the rate of a third of 
bushel to the acre, with 250 pounds oi 
fertilizer, harrowing it in lightly, 
either plan you will have a permanent 
meadow, which can be grazed or cut as

Effect of Mineral Manures. 

Question. — Do mineral manures tend 
to exhaust the nitrogen in the soil ? 

Answer. — The mineral manures ena- 
ble the plants to make use of the nitric 
jcid that is in the soil. Indeed, if they 
.ire absent, the crops cannot take up this 
»ifcric ncid, no matter how great the 
| lomit that is diffused through the soil. 
Therefore the mineral manures cannot 
be strictly said to exhaust the nitrogen, 
for although they cause the plants to 
take up a larger amount than they other- 
wise would, this does not increase the 
exhaustion, as the the minerals only ar- 
rest and hold for the use of the crops 
that which would otherwise be washed 
away . —State Agricultural Department, 
black scales (about 1-16 of an inch in 
diameter) surrounded by a purplish 
tinge of the bark. The blackish appear- 
ance cf this scale is especially notice- 
able during the winter and spring. 
Later i the season, when the 
overwintered insect reaches maturity 
the scale takes on more of the grayish 
appearance. Aided by a pocket micro- 
scope the female scale will be seen to be 
circular and conical in outline, termi- 
nating at the center by a minute nip- 
ple-like prominence, surrounded by a 
distinct ring. The male scales are 
smaller and elongated, with the nipple 
near the anterior end. 

The English walnut scale is larger 
(about one- twelfth of an inch in diame- 
ter) and more flattened than the San 
Jose scale. It is circular in outline and 
of a pale, grayish-brown color. The 
nipple-like prominence is at one side of 
the center and is reddish-brown. By 
raising the waxy scale the body of the 
insect is revealed, wbjfch is larger and 
of a paler yellow color than that of the 
San Jose scale. When one once be- 
comes familiar with these two scales it 
is not difficult to distinguish them. 
Left unchecked both will eventually 
kill trees which they attack, but the 
San Jose is much more prolific and less 
time is required for its destruction of 
the infested plant.
